The complaint sets out that Mr. 


Farthing owns a farm of 87 acres in 
Richland township, and that prior to 
April 13 of this year, there was sit- 
uated on the farm a large two story!

The suit sets out further that the 


defendant company owns and op- 
erates high powered electric lines in 
that community and serves a wide

On November 29, 1926, the com- 


plaint alleges that the 
defendant 


company negotiated 
with 
Willard 


Farthing, son of the plaintiff, for a 
contract to supply the residence with 
electricity for lighting and power, 
and that on that date a contract 
was entered into between the par- 
ties. 


In pursuance to the contract, the 


defendant company is alleged -to 
have sent their servants and agents 
into the Farthing home for the pur- 
pose of wiring the house for elec- 
tric service as contained in the con- 
tract, and that this work was com- 
pleted April 13. 


The company is charged with hay- 


ing removed flooring1 in the second 
floor for laying of electric 
wires, 


and that they used a Wow torch in 
soldering and making connectionsj 
and that the servants and agents do- 
ins the work smoked many cigarettes 
and scattered the stubs around the 


floor.

The suit alleges that the employes 


placed the flooring back 
without 


using care to see that the blow torch 
or cigarettes had caused any fire 
between the ceiling and the flooring 
of the 'house, and that when the em- 
ployes had been gone for 30 minutes 
the residence broke oat into flames 
and burned completely. 


The action alleges that the defen- 


dant company's agents and servants 
performing the work under the con- 
tract were negligent and careless in 
their work, and that 
by reason 


thereof the residence was destroyed 
and household goods to the value of 
$2,000 were consumed, with 
the 


plaintiff seeking judgment for $10,- 
000.
